Washinuion, Dec. 27. — The honso 
yesterday responded to the appeal of the 
president by pasaiug a tariff bill, the 
operation of which ia limited to two and 
a half yeaai. and which ia deiigned to 
raise $40,000,000 for the relief of the 
treasury. The votti was on party linos 
with two exceptions. The Republicans 
all voted for the bill except Hiutman of 
Montana, who did not vote, and the 
Democrats and Popolists againat it, 
save Newlanda (Pop., Nov.), who VOte^l 
in favor of tho measure. 

Tlie special order under which the 
bill was brought to a vot(> at o o'clock 
after thro(! and a lialf hours of debate, 
was iroM-i la<l in its cliaractor and com- 
pelled tlie moinbors to adopt or reject it 
without opportunity of otl'ering amond- 
nionts of any kind. .\lthout,'h there 
was brilliant sotting that usually ac- 
companies a fieldday in tho house, tlie 
debate lacked much of tho spirit and 
vim which generally characterizes a 
partisan battle in the lower braiu li of 
congress. Even in the"preliminary_skii 
mish over the adoption of the rulb 
which ordinarily precipitates the fierc- 
est wraiiglintr, passed oft' quietly. 

The debate itself was participated iu 
by the leaders of both sides. The Re- 
publicans contended that the first neces- 
sity of the treasury was revenue to sup- 
ply the continued defidenoy. Every 
speaker denied that the p r o p oaed meas- 
ure was a Republioan protOMion Mil. It 
was, they claimed, aa emergency reve- 
nue bill on protective linaa. It wiis 
significant that several, notably Mr. 
Daleell, Mr. Payne, Mr. Hopkins and 
Mr. Grosvenor predicted the paaaage of 
a genuine protective measoro as soon aa 
the Repnblicana regained control of the ] ComiNin 
White House. ' - 

The Democrats took the position that 
there was no lack of revenue in the 
treasury and that the passage of a bill 
to increase taxatiou would in uo wise 
help the sit aatiou nor furnish the relief 
desirtHi by tiie president aud secretary 
of the treasury. All who took part in 
the debate acquitted themselves well. 
Mr. Dingloy and Mr. Dolliver of the 
Republicans and Mr. Crisp aud Mr. 
Turner of the Democrats carried off the 
honors. 

W hen th • bill was put npon its pass- 
age it was iiassed, )iOr> to SI, the vote be- 
ing taki'ii liy ayes and nays. There was 
no donionstiatioii of imy kind at the an 
nouiicoiiient of the vote. 

Th(> bill passed yesterday roijoals the 
present t;iri;r law until ,\ug I, IHftS. 
It restviros (iO ]jor cent of tho .McKiiiloy 
rates on wool and woolens, lumber and 
ciii'i)ots, iind iiuiLos a horizontal iucreasB 
of the iireseiit rati s in all other BChod- 
ulos, ox( I'pt sugar, of b") per cent. 

Mr. Cannon, tlii' delegate from Utah,

Extraordinary causes may produce de- 
preesion now and then, anoh aa the period 
throii<rh which we have passed within the 
past twelve months, but the natural elas- 
ticity of oar people and the fortunate con- 
ditions with which we are aorrounded are 
the i;narantee of rapid recuperation.

Water OB the Mo«a. 
Astronomer Pickering of tbe Howard 

observatory at Aretjuipa, Peru, has late- 
ly been making some interestiuf^ ob- 
servations relative to the i)resence of 
water on the moou. A writer, quotiug 
from a bulletin of the IVenoh Astronom- 
ical society, says tbat over 88 narrow 
niTines on tbe moon's sorfaoe have been 
catalogued, and these are all iC'^'aiiiod 
as beds of rivers from their reseniblanco 
to terrestrial water cour.set). There is no 
reasQu to suppose tbat these formations 
coutain water at tbe praeent time, bat 
tbe obserrer argoes tbat the presence of 
a certain degree of humidity on the sur- 
face of the great natellito seems inoba- 
ble. The ob.sorver afflrius that no other 
satisfactory explauatiou thau the exitt 
euce of water or a partially thawed fro 
sen region can account for the dark 
patohei in tbe various craters or cre- 
vasses. That vegetation exists is not yet 
demonstrated, but the observers regard 
such a discovery ua by no means unlike- 
ly.-^Bevue Scientiflqne.
